of their money quickly enough. 


Instances are known in -which they 


literally consumed paper money aa 
sandwiches, spreading it between two 
slices -of bread and butter. Also they 
liavo lighted their pipes with 40 or 60 
florin bilis ($10 to 52-1). Such, men's 
children often suffer want nnd fall to 
the care of the community when the 
father is down on his luck. 


Others provide well for their homes, 


and pianos, talking machines nnd oth- 
er luxuries are now to be found in tha 
most unlikely looking tumbledown cot- 
tages, and the women and children nro 
clad lik,e Solomon in all his glory. 


The Germans also do a lot of smug- 


gling. Large numbers of them coma 
into Holland to eat, and upon return- 
ing home they generally take a llttla 
something for their families. The oth- 
er day a party of Ciprman women, all 
well dressed and -wearing large hats, 
was interviewed in the waiting room 
of a railway station on the border by 
Dutch customs officials. The -women 
declared they had nothing with them. 
They wore politely invited to tako off 
their bats, and when assisted in this 
act by some Dutch women detectives 
it soon appeared that each lady had 
used a certain number of sausages us 
pads over which to do her hair. One 
even had concealed n whole pound ot 
tea amid the -?'i«a<*<» nnd b.iir coils. 


Bringing Home trie Bacon. 


Another case was that of a polite 


traveler whose politeness caused him 
to be suspected. Every stitch of cloth- 
ing wns removed from his person be- 
fore the contraband was exposed. It 
was bacon, artistically cut in the very 
shape of his body and laid on and se- 
curely fastened all over it by leather 
thongs. Much diminished in bulk, he 
was allowed to proceed on bis journey, 
and there was mourn I nix in one German 
home at least for the lo«s of this appe- 
tizing food. 


It has become customary in frontier 


places for bands of forty or fifty Ger- 
man school boys and girls to como into 
Holland to get what food they may. It 
Is estremoly difficult to get rid of them, 
for when the Putc-h frontier guard 
takes them back to Germany at one 
place they Hlyi back at another. The 
only way to get rid of thorn is to ques- 
tion them about conditions on their 
side, and when this has been done for 
some time the German guard sees to it 
that they don't return for fear they 
will give too much Information to neu- 
trals or enemies.

The Polar B««r. 


The polar bear la a pretty formidable 


brute. A specimen of this species has 
bees !:":ccl weighing 1.000 pounds and 
measuring nearly thirteen feet from 
nose to tall. The strength of tho polar 
bear Is beyond belief. One \vaa seen 
feeding on the body of a white whale 
fifteen feet long ami weighing nt least 
three tons. Tho whnle had been drag- 
ged by the bear out of the water on to 


his consort, Catherine I., and began 
the construction there of the great im- 
perial palace. The palace was com- 
pleted just a year before Petej's death 
and was greatly beautified by his 
daughter, Elizabeth Petrovna, in later 
years. 


Some of the most magnificent royal 


apartments In Eufope are found in this 
palace, notably the bedroom of Mario 
Alexandrovna, consort of Alexander 
II., with its opalescent glass walls, Its 
columns of purple glass and^Jts moth- 
er-of-pearl Inlaid floor. The walls of 
another chamber are paneled with am- 
ber; 
a third apartment is decorated 


wilh silver; another has wonderful ta- 
bles and chandeliers which glow with 
soft llsjht of lapis lazuli, and there la a 
ballroom which g-litters with gold and 
mirrors. 


With all these sumptuous apartments 


at his disposal, Nicholas II. seldom oc- 
cupied any of then;, but preferred to 
live in a modest building no larger 
than the country home of the average 
well to do American. 


T'ie extensive gardens and parks, 


embracing an area twenty-eight times 
as large as the United States capital 
grounds, are nrnong the chief beauties 
of Tsarskoe Selo. 
Picturesque grot- 


toes, artistic bridges, charming arbors 
and delightful swan ponds are to be 
found on all sides, with hpr'e and there 
an artificial ruin -which captivates tbe 
eyo and quickens the imagination. 


Beyond tho imperial gardens and 


grounds the streets of tho village are 
broad.and straight. There are several 
barracks and hospitals and eight 
churches.—National Geographic Society 
Bulletin.
